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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Naphthacene compounds. Applicant should select a naphthacene compound according to either 
Formula (I) or Formula (III). 

If Formula (I) is selected, applicant should indicate a single substituent group for each of 
Rl to R6 from alkyl, substituted alkyl, aryl, substituted aryl, fused aromatic ring, heterocyclic 
ring, substituted heterocyclic, heteroaromatic ring system, alkoxy, aryloxy, alkoxylamino, 
alkylamino, arylamino, fluorine, chlorine, bromine, or cyano. Applicant should further indicate a 
number representing each of a, b, c, d, e, and f 

If Formula (IIP is selected, applicant should indicate hydrogen or the substituent group at 
each of positions 1 through 12 on the naphthacene skeleton. 

[For search purposes, the examiner further requests indication of an ultimate species that 
is representative of the elected naphthacene compound.] 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Blue light emitting materials. Applicant should elect a single blue light emitting material 

from 

(a) the claim 1 8 formula, 

(b) perylene and its derivatives, or 

(c) bis(azinyl)amine boron complexes. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
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Green light emitting materials. Applicant should elect a single green light emitting 
material from 

(a) coumarin derivatives, 

(b) quinacridone compounds, or 

(c) bis(azinyl)methene boron complexes. 

4. The species are independent or distinct because the different substituent groups result in 
different properties and functions. Also, the search for one is not the same as a search for 
another given the different substituent groups. 

5. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
